Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

At about midday on the 7th July 1968, a police party from 

i odhpur consisting of Sarvashu Sui |a Ram, Circle Inspector 
ai Singh, Head Constable No 96, Balwant Singh Bievet 
Jamadai No 44, and Durg Singh, Constable No 316, and 
others pi oi eeded towards and dhani of Gopia Punch of 
Hardam wlieic dacoits Fateh Dan and Jodhia were reported 
to he hiding 

The police foice was divided into two parties and each 
party into sub sections Two of these sub sections reached 
village Haicldin at about 2 30 r vt and advanced towards the 
dhani They noticed one person descending from the roof 
of the d till III of C.opia Jat who was presumably posted as a 
lookout to inform the dacoits of the anival of the Police. The 
dacons left the dhani at once and fled east to a nallali some 14 
oi 2 miles away One sub section of police pursued the fleeing 
dacoits and exchanged hie with them, but after a while the 
damns weic lost sight of A search for them was started 

By this tune the other police parties arrived at the dham 
and rounded up all the persons still piesent thcie Circle 
Impei toi Surja Ram who was ou the right side of the dhani 
also slatted seirclung foi the dacoits with another Constable 
They came aiioss a piece of wax cloth used as protection 
against the lam and a turban, and also found traces of blood 
where the footprints of the damns were visible in the rain 
soddan eai rh Bicvct Jamadar Balwant Singh and anothei 
Constable joined the patty of Circle Inspector Surja Ram 
Tills party of four followed the foot prints which headed 
tovvaids a pit in which the dacoits were hiding Ou seeing the 
polite pany, the dacoits opened lire at them from 
a distant e of about 80 paces The police were in an exposed 
position In an open held but quickly heaping up a mound 
ol sand took cover behind it and engaged the dacoits A 
pitched battle then ensued in which Circle Inspector Surja 
Ram was badly wounded Though injured, he himself contl 
ruled lo fire and encouraged the others to keep on filing 

On healing the sound of fire, another section oF police 
advanced and took position on the ninth east side of the pit 
Bicvct Jamailai Balwant Singh who had crawled quite near to 
Ihe pit m spite of the grave risk of being shot by the dacoiLs 
shouted out then exact location to the newly arrived police 
paitv I he dacoits finding him so close to them abused him 
and also hied at him buL luckily he escaped Ihe remaining 
polite attiactcd by the firing rpshed to the scene and took 
position on the western side of the pit covering both hanks 
kith the result that the dacoits were now suiroundcd from all 
sides 

loot Constable Drug Singh who was firing fiom behind a 
hedge brively left it and though under heavy fire from the da 
toils Look a neater position behind a bush and fired at them 
He then got up m older to thiow himself on the dacoits but 
was siieiely injured in his right aim by a bullet and due to 
lost ol blood fiom lus wound became unconscious and bad to 
be removed immediately to Hospital Head Constable Shn Jai 
Singh despite heavy fire from the dacoits, then came as close 
to the pit as possible and finding that filing from a prone 
position was ineffective, boldly stood up and shot dead one 
of the dacoits Thus encouraged the police intensified their 
fire and succeeded m shooting dead another dacoit 

flic fieue battle lasted 2 hours and both the notorious 
dacoits Fateh Dan and Jodla, were shot dead by the Police 
l wo 308 hole nflcs along with 57 live cartridges and 107 
empties with other material were recovered from the pit. 
Thus the last remnants of dacoit Kalyan Singh’s gang were 
wiped out and uiganised outlawiy In Jodhpur Division was 
checked 

In this encounter Sarvashn Surja Ram, Jai Singh, Balwant 
Singh and Durg Singh exhibited undaunted courage and a 
high sense of devotion to duty at great peisonal risk to their 
lives

Statemint of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

On the 23rd November 1955, at about 4 i» M. Sri Gopal 
Krishna Bajpai received information that the notorious gangs- 
tei and abscotidei Komal Ahir and bis heavily armed gang 
was hiding in lhe aica between villages Patikia and Bara 
gaon in Mauipuii district with the intention of committing a 
dacoity the same night in village Kotiki, P S Etamadpur, dls 
met Agra The informer, who had gained the confidence of 
Komal Alnr, had been senL by the gang to engage a taxi foi 
Lhem to travel from Lheu lendczvous to village Kotiki and 
back It was decided to lay a nap loi the gang on the canal 
bank A Police paity was to lie ahead in ambush oti the 
Canal Road while anothei party was to follow Lhe Laxl The 
driver of the taxi was to drive the gang up to the place of 
ambush and stop on some pictexl In case the driver was 
not prepared to take this risk. Sub Inspector Sn Lara Chand 
who had volunteered to do the job, would dilve In that 
case Sn Bajpai with two Head Constables was to accompany 
Sub-Inspector Sri Tara Chand in the car upto about two 
furlongs from the place where the gang was to meet the 
car and then to follow the cai quietly under cover in order 
to come to the lescue of the Sub Inspector m the event of his 
being entrapped by the gang 

At Slukohabad, the dnvcr of the taxi refused to go any 
fuuhei and according to the plan Sn Bajpai, Sub Inspector 
Sri Tara Chand two Head Constables and the informer pro- 
ceeded in the taxi to meeL the gang On the way Sub Inspec- 
tor Sri Tara Chand remembered that lie was known to one 
of the members of the gang Sn Bajpai was placed in a very 
awkward position, as he himself had hardly the personality to 
pose successfully as a taxi dnvcr but it was then too late to 
change the plan So despite the grave risk involved he took 
upon himself the duty of driving the taxi JHc at once chang 
ed his dress and wearing a dhoti and wrapped in a blanket 
with two loaded revolvers in his coat pockets he took over 
the wheel As ananged, the Sub Inspectoi anil the Head 
Constables were chopped off about two luilongs irom the place 
wiiere the taxi was to pick up the gang The car was stopped 
at the appointed place where a member of the gang was picked 
up and proceeded a fuither 200 yards when it was again 
stopped On the dacoit's giving an animal call ten other 
members of the gang, mosL of whom were armed came out of 
hiding including Komal the leadei, aimed with a 363 Service 
rifles and Binclra armed with a 12 lioie SB HI, gun While 
Komal was talking to Sri Bajpai about the number of persons 
who could be seated in the taxi, anothei dacoit came up and 
gave Sn Bajpai a very suspicious and starching look This 
man took Komal aside and they started talking in whispers 
Realising that his disguise had been discovered Shn Bajpai, 
with exemplary coinage, decided to engage the dacoits single 
handed While he was taking out his jevolver he was fired 
upon from point blank range by dacoit Bindia but luckily the 
shot missed him Sn Bajpai Instantly returned the fire and 
at the same time dashed Lowaids a nalu lo the right of the 
canal road, but was followed by komal hung from Ins 303 
rifle Sn Bajpai jumped into the nala anil turning round fired 
at Komal and eventually shot him dead Binclra, the chief 
lieutenant of Komal, was also shot dead by Sn Bajpai In tills 
encountei Meanwhile the police piety, under Sub Inspector 
Sri Tara Chand reached the spot and sLaued firing at the 
dacoits, which threw them into confusion In the melee three 
other dacoits were arrested, two of whom wcie armed and m 
all one Service Rifle and 3 CM weapons were recovered Two 
more dacoits were attested dunng the course of the lnvestiga 
tion of the case, one of whom was found to have been wound 
eel by a bullet fired from Sn Bajpai’s revolver 

In this gallant and successful encounter, Sri Gopal Kilshna 
Bajpai displayed exemplaiy courage and devotion to duty and 
was personally responsible foi the liquidation of Komal and 
Bindra and the wounding of another member of the gang 

This award is made for gallantry undei rule 4 (l) of the 
rules governing the award oi the President’s Police and Fire 
Services Medal.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 31 it August 1959 

No, F.6(24)-NS/59.— For the promotion of the Small Savings 
movement, the Government of India are at present advised 
by two non-official agencies, namely, the National Savings 
Central Advisory Committee at the Centre and the State 
Advisory Committee in each State and the Women’s Savings 
Campaign with a Central Advisory Board and State Adviiory 
Boards, As a result of the experience gained in the actual 
working of these Lwo non-official agencies during the last few 
years and with a view to secure greater co-ordination and 
more intensive, effort, it has been decided, after consultation 
with them, to amalgamate the two bodies and constitute 
a single Board with adequate representation for women 
workers. 

2. The Government of India have accordingly decided as 
follows:— 

(a) to constitute a National Savings Central Advisory 
Board at the Centre consisting of 14 representatives 
of the State Advisory Boards plus 6 members to be 
nominated by the Central Government with a Chair- 
man. In addition, there will be two Government 
officers as ex-officio members. 

(b) Each State Government would appoint a State 
Advisory Board for Small Savings consisting pre- 
dominantly of non-officials with adequate represen- 
tation for women members. 

(c) The Regional National Savings Officer will be the 
Secretary of the State Board but if a State has its 
own Director of Small Savings or similar officer, the 
State Government could appoint him as the Secre- 
tary of the Board with the Regional National 
Savings Officer an Joint Secretary. 

(d) The functions of the National Savings Board at the 
Centre will be:— 

(i) to co-ordinate and guide the activities of the State 
Advisory Boards; 

(ii) to assist and advise Government on measures 
necessary to spread the National Savings movement 
in the country and on the ways and means of 
popularising the small Savings Scheme; and 

(ill) to advise the Government on specific organisational 
and publicity matters relating to National Savings 
movement. 

(e) The State Advisory Boards will, besides coordinating 
the non-official effort in the State at various levels, 
be responsible for advising the National Saving* 
Organisation and the State Savings Directorate* on 
matters concerning Small Savings, 

(f) The existing State Advisory Committees will cease to 
function from the dates the new State Advisory Boards 
are constituted by the State Governments. 

3. The Government of India have accordingly constituted 
with effect from the 1st September, 1959 the National Savings 
Central Advisory Board for a period of one year consisting

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 24lh August 1959 

No. 42-SSIfB) (5) /55.— In their Resolution No 42 SSI(B)(5)/ 
55 dated the 6th January, 1958, the Government of India 
Constituted a Committer under the Chairmanship of Shri G 
Parameshwaran Filial to evaluate the achievements of the 
coir development schemes in llic country in general and in 
Kerala in paitirular and also to offer suggestions and recom- 
mendations for development of the Coir Industry on Co 
operative lines for consideration of Government 

2 The Committee has submitted its report It consists of 
two parts— parts I and If The various recommendations made 
in parts I and II of the report have been examined and Gov 
ernments’ decisions theicon are set out below 

(i) Recommendation 

In several sontties the Managing Committee consisted of a 
large number oi persons who were neither producers nor 
workers or who have no interest whatever in Coir Industry as 
such These short comings in the organisation of Coir Co 
operatives should be rectified 


Decision 

I he Government of India agree with this lecomincndation 

(vi) Rerommendation 

The Committee does not favoui the establishment of any 
monopolistic agency bv or under the auspices of Government 
for collection and trade in coranut husks The CommilLee 
also feels that control by the State Government of a Comino 
dity of the nature of green husks would be ineffective and 

illusory so long as it is not possible to bx a price fot cub 

yarn, the bulk of which is exported to foielgn market at 
prices governed by factors beyond our control Apart from 
the legal difficulties, the Committee also feels that it is neither 
feasible nor practicable to control movement of green husk 
from place to place or to picscnbc a fair puce for green husk 
because of the variations in current price according to the 

quality, season and locality and the scattered nature of the 

commodity throughout the State 

Decision 

The Government of India agree with this recommendation 
and this has been brought to the nonce of the Kerala Gov- 
ernment 

(vii) Recommendation 

the Committee recommends that in leasing out Government 
'Purompoku lands’ for retting purposes and in issuing retting 
licences, preference may be given to Co opeiativc Coir Socic 
ties engaged in such operations 

Decision 

This has been recommended to the State Governments for 
action > 

(vili) Recommendation 

An immediate and thorough examination of the financial 
position of the existing Husk Societies and the need for a 
complete revision of the terms and conditions governing the 
loans already issued to them is essential If the societies aie 
not functioning according to the bye laws or the Rules and 
Pioccdure prescribed bv Government, the financial aid and 
other privileges and concessions enjoyed by them as Co 
operatives should be withdrawn All hough new Coir Co- 
operative Societies have been registered in the Malabai aiea, 
most of them have not yet begun to function It is, there 
lore, recommended that the suggestion made by the Com- 
mittee in regaid to the organisational structure as srll as the 
pattern of financial help should he made applicable, to such 
Societies As the scheme is only at its initial >tage in Malabar, 
and no large amounts have so fir bet n allowed to these 
Societies on a long tcim basis, It should he easy to shape ind 
legidatc the woiking of such Societies consistent with the 
declared policy of the Government and Its objectives in the 
oigantsanon of tire industry on Coopcudvt lines 

Decision 

This has been recommended to the Go\ eminent of Kerala 
for acllon 

(tx) Recommendation 

The Committee supports the step taken bv the K rala 
State Government in providing share capital contribution to 
the extent of 90% of the value of tile shales taken by the 
worker membeis 

Decision 

The Government of India hare decided Ibar in hue with 
the existing pattern of Central assistance lor schemes of 
Industrial Cooperatives iclatmg to small sc rlc industries, the 
Central Government will contribute 75% of the Share Capitil 
of Coir Co operative Societies as a two year loan at 2 rate, 
of interest to Slale Government and the balance should be 
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found by the State Government, and/or the patty eoncerntJ. 

I he existing pattern of Cential assistance for meeting the 
requirements of wm king capital viz. 50% by the Centte and 
Ml';,., by the State Government shall continue, but such loan 
assistance Iioin the Centre shall be lccoveied within 10 yeais 
and the late oi interest shall be 2A%. As lar as possible such 
loan assistance shall be routed by the State Government* 
through institutional agencies. The Cential Government shall 
also meet 50% ot the salaiv of a lull time paid Secretary for 
cadi coir cooperative society for a peiiod of .1 yeais and the 
balance should be met by the State Government. 

<x) Recommendation. 

The Committee utiesscs that membership of Coir Co- 
operative Societies should consist almost enlltely of teally 
small produccis owning one spindle or I in special cases, two 
spindles, as also wolkeis who aic engaged either in the 
piodutlion ol hand-spun or spindle-spun yarn, the manage- 
ment of such Societies being also vested in such membeis. 
r I he element known as “Sympathise! s’’ should not exceed 5 
to 7 percent ol the total membership. These ‘Sympathisers' 
should be persons who have no competitive interest m the 
production oi marketing of yarn as against small pioducers 
and woikets. 

(xi) The Committee has also stiessed the impot lance of 
providing facilities loi Co-operative education to mcmhcis of 
Managing Committee’s All Inspectors of Coir Societies 
should have had training in Co-operation. 

Decision (x) and (xl) 

The Government of India agree with the in ommenditions 
and have brought these to the notice of Lhe State Covem- 
irienls loi neccssaty action. 

Ixti) Recommendation. 

It is essential to organise the extraction of mattiess fibre 
and bustle hlne and to develop this indtistiy on proper lines 
while Kerala leads in the manufacture of mats and niatting, 
there is ample scope for the production of other toil goods 
in the remaining coronut growing states. An organised effort 
should be made to develop this Itidusny cither tluough the 
formation of Cooperatives or otherwise uid to apply modem 
methods for rite extraction of fibre. 

Decision 

The attention ot all the Coconut pioducing States has 
been invited to this recommendation lor action. 

txiii) Recommendation. 

Training should be given to labourers in coconut glowing 
areas in Lite art of spinning and tnanufactuie of coir goods. 
Either a team of persons expeiicncc in this ait might be sent 
from Kerala to olhei States to iinpatt training or suitable 
persons from those places might be sent to Allcppcy and 
other Centres of Coir Piuduction in the Keiala State to get 
them selves I rained. 

Derision 

This has been recommended to State Governnnnt tor action. 
(\iv) Recommendation. 

There is gicat scope for the development of tope matiu- 
fat fining in this country and greater attention should he 
bestowed m this direction. 

(\v) A survey of the position of the Coir Industry on the 
several States other than Keiala reveals that Co-opeiatlvc en- 
deavour in the production of Coir goods has not made suffi- 
cient ptogress. In forming Coir Co-npet dives, however, the 
prospetts of their success as a businesses concern should also 
be piomlncntlv kept in view and it would not be piopcr to 
register an Industrial Co-operative Society if vear after year 
the SncieLy is likely to mn at a loss, in spite of initial financial 
assistance forthcoming from Government. The Dcpairmcnls 
of Industries and Co-operation should study the tethniral and 
rotumerrial aspects of the production and marketing lacilitics 
before oiganising such soriefies Where, however, the iet|Uistlc 
futilities actually exist, it would be unwise to delay the 
ot Irani sation of Co-opcrativcs merely because of anticipated 
difficulties 

(xvi) In the case of training-mm -prod action centres, the 
first essential lequircmeiit that still icmains to be -atisfied in 
most cases is the employment of trained personnel fully 
rnuipped in modem methods of production and marketing 
Tin se Centres should serve as nuclei for the steady develop- 
ment ol the industry in the region. The trainees should 
leccivc adequate encouragement to start Co-operative Societies 
comprising a village or group of villages selected for lhe 
project 

Decision xiv to xvi 

The attention of Stale Governments has been invited to 
the lluee recommendations. 


ixviii lit commendation. 

The Iiaining-titt/t-I’ioduclioti Centres should introduce 
itnpiovcd tcihniriucs both in the extinction of hbic as well 
as in the piotlucLitm of coir goods. Die linpoilance of 
rest-art h institutes could not be over-estimated in this con- 
nection parttculailv til such dilections as "mbherisation" of 
coir iibre, "hattpit-ilng” of toir fibre and blending cl other 
hbtes with coir. 

D cisian 

The Coir Boaid lias been advised to sec that the Coir 
Research Institutes set up by the Boaul examine these 
recommendations. 

(xviii) Recommendation. 

Advances towards woiking capital of Coir Co-operatives 
should be made after tine t onsiileiallim ot the actual require- 
ments of thr soiietv fiom time to time, as well as on the 
turnover of business conducted hv the lonely ilnough normal 
hanking channels I'hc financial assistance to such societies 
should be in the naluic of shorf-tenn credit, that is to say, 
hv the piovision of casli cicdit facilities, renewable once a 
year. 

Decision 

The Central Government hav c accepted this lecommenda- 
tion. and the State Governments have been lequestcd to give 
effect to them. 

(xix) Recommendation. 

The products from the I raining-cicrn-Production Centres 
might he sold tluough the Klvandi and Villages Industries 
Fmporia wherever tliev exist oi through the National Small 
Indiistiies Coi potation oi othci similar agencies. 

Derision 

This has been recommended to the Make Governments for 
their consideration. 

(x\) Recommendation 

From the point ol view of foicign exchange and the internal 
economy of the coir producing region in India it is of the 
inmost ynportance to investigate the causes of decline in the 
evpotts of coir matting and to devise measures to find an 
expanding maikct foi om manufactured goods in foreign 
countries without at the same time relaxing our endcavouis to 
develop the internal matket. The possibilities ol expanding 
foicign market lor coir lope should also be explored 

Decision 

The attention of Coil Iltiaid has been invited to this 
recommendation and the Board has been requested to investi- 
gate the matter. 

(xxi) Recommendation. 

"With better organisation and provision of gt eater facilities 
and incentives to the Primary Societies to colleit and send all 
the pioduction oi their membets to Central Marketing Societies 
if should be possible to expand mat feting business in the Co- 
operative Maiketlng Sector. 

Decision 

Ttils lccommendntion has been brought to the notice of 
Slate Government lor action 

(xxii) Rf commendation. 

The existing ptacticc of credit sales involving long-term 
inpayment should be discontinued. It should be the endeavour 
of the Central Markeitig Societies to make sales only to 
parties who are m a position to reiniL the sale price as 
quickly as possible on deliveiy of goods. I'hc Central Market- 
ing Societies and the bigger exporting and manufacturing 
firms should establish cordial business relations with eath 
oilier so that the activities ot both parties will he mutually 
complementary. 

(xlii) The Cential Mnikcting Soiiclics .tie advised Lo 
establish their own collection depots at convenient produc- 
tion centres and to collect the varn fiom the variou Primary 
Societies in the aTca. Sleps may also be .aken to expand 
godown accommodation facilities for the Centra! Maiketing 
Societies.

The nuineious small units throughout ifr- ltnal aieas in the 
Kerala State which are engaged in the pioduction of mats in 
unfinished condition might be oiganlscd on a regional ro- 
opeiative basis and given facilities to bring their products to 
tile Central Maiketing Societies.
